1 . Claims 1-3, 5-23 and 25-36 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-23 and 25-36 are allowable. 
The closest prior art are: 

Article titled, "Excite@Home Launches New Shopping Service for Holiday 
Shoppers " which teaches allowing the users to search for items and find related 
information, product descriptions and provider links along with standard web search 
results. 

Skillen et al. (WO 98/36366) which teaches targeting at least one associated 
advertisement from an Internet search; identifying at least one search result item from a 
search result of said Internet search by said user; searching for at least one associated 
advertisement using at least the Internet search. 

Ohtani et al. (6,212,545) which teaches displaying advertisements based on 
search requests. 

The references fail to teach the specific limitations of independent claims 1,16, 
22, 26, 31, 32, 34 and 35 which require "identifying said at least one associated 
advertisement from said repository having at least one word that matches said at least 
one search result item".
